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SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The leaflet entitled Advice to a New Slave is classified as: 

Objectionable except if the availability of the publication is restricted to persons who 
have attained the age of 18 years. 
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The leaflet is a set of instructions outlining the behaviour of a submissive actor in a 
sadomasochistic role-play. The leaflet addresses a specific audience and discusses 
sexual matters and degrading and demeaning behaviour. Its intended context is 
fantasy role-playing of adults who engage in sadomasochistic practices. 

The leaflet is subject to consideration under si4 of the New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 
1990 as it contains material which discusses adult sexual practices, and therefore may 
be likely to cause injury to the public good if made generally available. The restriction of 
the leaflet to adults would reduce this likelihood of injury. This consideration is a 
reasonable limit prescribed by law which can be demonstrably justified in a free and 
democratic society. 
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
